mander EK. D, Brooko, R.N., and 
Lieut.-Comdr, Rugyard-Halpman, 
R.N. (Naval Asséssors) yesterday 
heard the opening of the appenl of 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha against 
a judgement of Sir Joseph Komp 
in favour of the China Navigation 
Company, 

The appeal calls to mind the 
egllision between — the “Toyooka 
Maru (N.Y.K.) and ‘the iKiangsv 
(C.N.8.8. Co.) which occurred off 
Kowloon Dock Point on tho morn- 
ing of March 22, 1931, As a result 
of this the China Navigation Co. 
Cnimed $410,000 from the N.Y.K. 
while the latter replied with a cross- 
action for 340,554. ., 

In the oviginal trial, Sir Joseph 

Kemp found in favour of the China 
Navigation Company for the dull 
amount of the claim with costs 
‘while the claiin of the N.Y.K. was 
dismigaed. The two actions were 
trigiually heard vonjointly © but 
were now taken together in the ap- 
peal. “ 
“Mr, Eldon Potter, K.C., and 
Max. F.C. Jenkin, K.C., instructed 
hy Mr. M. M. Watson, appeared for 
the respondents while Mr, II. G. 
Sheldon instructed by Mr. E. 8. C. 
Brooks represented the appellants. 

Before commencing’ his argument, 
Mr, Sheldon read the evidence of 
the principal witnesses in the lower 
Court. He also read the judgment 
of Sir Joseph Kemp. 


Many Facts Agreed, 


“ Many: facts are agreed between 
us in this’ ense,” gnid Mr, Sheldon. 
“We know the Toyooka Maru left 
Kowloon wharf) at 7.10 am, in 
charge of a licensed pilot. At 7:43 
a.m. the ship's pesition was three

“At 749 the master of the 
Toyooka Maru consulted the pilot, 
th n heavy fog was coming, down 
from the bills, No ships were seen 
and no signals heard hy the master 
er pilat of the Toyooka Maru. 
They decided to alter the course to 
the -north-erst. in order to anchor 
at the man-o’-war anchorage until 
the fog had passed.’” 

The Toyooka Maru did not have 
to make a long’ journey, Counsel 
went on, bat at 744 she heard a 
whistle ov, her starboard bow. With 
engines stopped, she continued her 
course, Between 7.44 and 7.48 she 
heard more whistles and when the 
Ta43 whistle way blown the Kiangsu 
was seen one cable away. 

Discrepancy in Evidence.

CHARTER PARTY 
CANCELLATION. 


| SHANGHAI HOSTILITIES 


DEALT WITH #N COURT. 


_WAS'IT A WAR OR NOT. 


Considerable Chinese interest 
was centred in-an-action heard by 
judge Yang Pang in ‘the Civil 
Division of the Shanghai Specia! 
District Court. The action, which 
was brought by the Yuan An,8, N 
Co., against :the Chung Wei 8. N. 
Co., (was for tho recovory of 
"814,160.81 alleged to have been 
advanced .by plaintiffs to defend- 
‘ante for chartering a vessel and it 
involyed the question as to whether 
tho recent Sino-Japaneso hostilities |/ 
near Shanghai constituted a war 
within the meaning of internation 
al law. 

Dr, L. ©. Yang, of Messrs, Yen 
and Co., represcnting plaintiffs, in 
opening his caso, told the Court 
that his olients on December -3;: 
1932, chartered a vessel known os 
the Taiping from the defendants. 
Tho charter party provided for ao 
monthly payment, by plaintiff,’ to 
defendants, of 813,500, in advance. 
It further provided in Clause 42-A 
that either party might terminate 
the contract if China should .go to 
war with any-foreign Power where. 
by the charter party might hic em- 
barrassed. The plaintiffs paid 
$13,500 on, January 26,. 1092, as 
charter fee for the month from 
that date to February 20, 1022. 
Unfortunately tho Sino-Japanese 
hostilities broke out on January 
28, 1032, and plaintiffs on Febru- 
ary 3, 1932, exercised their ne 
to cancel the party. , 

Counsol -atated that, after. his 
clients had notifled the defendants 
of the cancellation of the charter 


‘party, thoy received from the latter |: 


two: replies denying that his clients 


had the right to cancel the chartor | 


party and asserting that tho hos. 
tilities did not constitute a ‘war.’ 
Counsel ‘stated that the charter 
party was made in. English and 
thot it was in printed form. The 
important element, counsel told the 
Court, was that the clause under 
discussion was added to the con- 


‘tract in writing. It was clear dha. 


the parties at the.time of, enter- |’ 
ing into the contract. more or ‘less 
awicipated external troubles be- 
cause the Manchurian affair had 
already broken out and the whole 
nation was in fear of aggravation 
of the already. bad situation, 


Points of Law. 


° Counsel maintained that the sub. 
sequent Sino-Japancse hostilitics 
near Shanghai constituted a “war”, 
and that his clients, ‘therefore, had 
a perfect right to cancel the char- 
ter party. Counsel asked tho court 
whether it: would hear him on the 
point of law or would wait until 
the time of arguments. Judge 
Yang stated ho would like to hear 
counsel on the points of law, 

Dr. Yang.then stated that he 
personally disapproved of tho con- 
duct of the parties in entoring 
into o' contract in: English, both 
parties being Chinese ‘citizens and, 
subject to .the jurisdiction of a 
Chinese court, But. as there was 


no ‘law’ prohibiting’ them from, 


using 4 foreign language tho‘ con- 
‘tract was atill. valid. The partics

10. and 11 of: the Covenant of fhe 
League of, Nations and pointed out 
that the ‘fact that the, League in- 
tervened after the outbreak of 
Shanghai hostilities and assisted in 
bringing about an armistice’ provea 
that: the recont- incidents constitu 
ted a war within the meaning ot 
international law. It would not be 
Necessary to, prove that the 19th 
Route Army, owaste| yéNof “China's 
national army ah ie the Navy, 
Army and Air Foren that fought 
in Shanghai were ‘of the national 
forces of | Japan. ' In conclusion, 
counsel stated that the-burden.. was 
on the dofence to show that the re- 
cont hostilities were not’ a war. 


Dr, Wei Wen-han ‘and\Mr. to 
Chia-tac, representing the defend- 


ants, contended that Ching never | 


entured into war with any foroign 
Power insofar as the recent Shang.’ 
hai hostilities were concerned. Tho 
interpretation of thé Clause of the 
charter party by plaintiff's’ ‘counsel 
was not accurate. Defence coun- 
sol atated that if the contention of 
the plaintiff's wero right, then 
China was. already at war with 
Japan’ when the charter party was 
signed because at that time Japan 
already had started her military 
operations in Manchuria and had 
beon at war with Gen. Ma Chan.
